An investigation of Judge Saul S. Streit in 1935, when he was 
being considered for appointment as U. S. District Judge in New York, 
Showed there was a wide variety of opinion concerning him. Some 
persons did not consider him to be an outstanding lawyer and felt there 
were men better qualified for the Federal bench. Thomas Dewey 
considered Streit to be a "cheap politician of the lowest order, 
subservient to the wishes of Tammany Hall." (77-8487) In 1951, as judge 
of Court of General Sessions, New York City, he angrily denounced Ne 
commercialism in college sports and sentenced five basketball playerg//’ - 
in connection with the widely publicized basketball fix. In 1952 
he accused mental experts, including those of the Veterans Administration, 
of foisting dangerous maniacs on the public with the most dire 
consequences. In 1957 he was a judge in the New York State Supreme

BACKGROUND: 


INFORMA TION INCLUDED IN SUMMARY: 


Stevenson is a 60-year-old attorney and member of the law firm 
of Stevenson, Rifkind and Wirtz, Chicago, Illinois. He was Governor of the State 
of Illinois from 1949 to 1953 and the unsuccessful Democratic nominee for President | 
in 1952 and 1956. 


During the investigation, many people interviewed were aware 
through newspapers Stevenson had been named U. S. Ambassador to the UN and 
included in their comments their views concerning his fitness for that position. 
Stevensen is a centreversial figure. Numerous professional, political, and 
social acquaintanees stated he is very capable and his character, loyalty, 
reputation, and associates are above reproach and recommended him highly. Other 
described him as an aloof individual. Some questioned his fitness as aU. 8S. | 
Ambassador to the UN since they felt he was not strong enough to "stand up to” 
Soviet officials. Others felt the United States would benefit through Stevenson's 
holding the position. 
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In 1949 during the trial of Alger Hiss, Stevenson furnished a 
deposition characterizing Hiss' reputation for integrity, loyalty, and veracity 
as good.

Stevenson's name has appeared in various. capacities including 
membership in the Institute of Pacific Relations (IPR) in connection with several 
organizations cited as communist fronts. (U 


During World War II when he was Special Assistant to the Secretary 
of the Navy, Stevenson, apparently on orders from the White House and the 
Secretary of the Navy, tried to prevent a Navy Board from removing communist 
radio operators from our merchant ships.( U 


Stevenson's "ghost writers" included John Hersey, alleged member 
of communist cell at "Time™ magazine in 1939; John Kenneth Galbraith, Harvard 
professor, former member of two organizations cited as communist fronts and who 
desired to visit the Soviet Union in 1959 to secure material for a book; and 
James Wechsler, Editor, ‘New York Post" and former member of the Young 
Communist League. (u)

High officials in the CP, USA, favored supporting Stevenson as 
candidate for President. Stevenson maintains friendly relations with Soviet

Stevenson's ex-wife described him in very disparaging terms, 
stating he could not withstand pressure, was not forceful, a political opportunist, 
bitter about his political failures and an appeaser. She said he possessed good 
morals from the standpoint of "sexual behavior" but did not have good morals 
in his political life. She would not recommend him. Acquaintances advised that 
Stevenson's ex-wife did not like a politician's wife's life and one described her as a 
"psychotic case."

The summary memorandum contains information furnished 
by Stephen Love, Attorney, Leve and McBride, 134 North LaSalle 
Street, Chicago, Illinois. During the interview with Mr. Love, 
he stated he had received heargay information from sources 
which he could not recall indicating that Mrs. Stevenson not 
only divorced Mr. Stevensen because of his unfaithfulness 
but also because he misappropriated his wife's money. 


Kenneth W. Black, Attorney and a member of the Board 
of Trustees of Bradley University, Peoria, Illinois, furnished 
the following information, which he pointed out was hearsay: 


He stated that some years ago, as a monber of the 
Board of Trustees of Bradley University, he became interested 
in recurring rumors that David Owen, the President of Bradley 
University, was a homosexual. He said he persenally discussed 
these rumors with David Owen. Mr. Black said David Owen 
denounced the rumors as false and ridiculous, and to point 
out how ridiculous the rumors were, David Owen said the same 
rumors were being circulated abeut Governor Stevensen who was 
a good friend of his, David Owen, and whem he definitely knew 
to be a man above repreach,. 


Mx, Black stated because of the persistence of the 
rumors, he and other members of the Board of Trustees requested 
a private investigative agency *to check on David Owen's activities. 
Mr. Black said he believes he made the suggestion that any known 
contacts with Governor Stevenson be reperted because David Owen's 
constant reference to Governor Stevenson and his, Governor 
Stevenson's, virtues and as aman of above suspicion and reproach 
in itself generated suspicion in his, Mr. Black's, mind concerning 
Governor Stevenson. 


My. Black stated he definitely recalled the private 
investigative agency reported information concerning a club or 
organization in New York City, “apparently made up of or 
constituted of homesexuals," for the purpose of affording 
liaison between hemosexuals or for the purpose of placing homo- 
sexuals in contact with each other.

The records of the County Clerk, Clark County, 
Las Vegas, Nevada, indicate that on December 12, 1949, 
Ellen Borden Stevenson, plaintiff, filed a complaint for 
a divorce trom Adlai E. Stevenson, defendant. Plaintiff 
alleged that the defendant had treated her with extreme 
cruelty of a mental nature and had caused her intense mental 
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Adlai Ewing Stevenson 


pain, anguish, and suffering which had impaired her 
health and rendered cohabitation unbearable and unendurable. 
The plaintiff aleo alleged that a property agreement 
had been reached on October 19, 1949. The defendant 


denied the allegations of mental cruelty and related 
suffering, 


A private trial was held on December 12, 
1948, during which all allegations of the plaintifé 
were found to be sustained by testimony and the plaintiff 
was awarded a divorce on the grounds of extreme cruelty 
of'a mental nature. A request for sealing the exhibits 
and testimony was made and granted the same day. 


It is noted that several persons interviewed (u) 
during the current investigation advised they believed | 
that Ellen Borden Stevenson, the former wife of | 
Mr. Stevenson, was the cause of their divorce. They | 
stated she had been socially prominent in Chicago, 
Illinois, prior to the time Mr. Stevenson became 
Governor and she did not want to live in Springfield, 
Illinois, the state capital. They also stated she 
did not like to associate with politicians or lead 

the life of a politician's wife. One person described 
her as a "poor mixed-up soul." Another person stated 
she eventually became a "psychotic case.”

The following interviews were conducted in 1937: 


Grover C. Hill, President, National Bank of 
Bloomington, Yilinois, stated he had known Mr. Stevenson for 
several years. He said that although Mr. Stevenson was 
considered quite capable “he had never had any medals hung 
on him because of his legal ability, ' but that in all fairness 
to Mr. Stevenson he could not furnish one reason why he should 
not be appointed to a legal position with the Government. 

Mr. Hill stated that he was an active member of an opposite 
political party but aside from their diverging political views 
he found no fault in Mr. Stevenson. 


Alonzo Dolan, Pantagraph Printing and Stationery 
Company, Bloomington, Illinois, advised he had known 
Mr. Stevenson and his family for many years and considered them 
to be most reputable citizens. Mr. Dolan said that although 
he violently disagreed with Mr. Stevenson's political ideas 
he could not say one word against his character, reputation 
or ability. 


John 0. Morrissey, attorney, Bloomington, Illinois, 
advised that he and Mr. Stevenson had been schoolmates in. 
high school. Mr. Morrissey stated that Mr. Stevenson had 
been a brilliant student and had subsequently attended Princeton 
University and Harvard Law School, He said he was convinced 
that Mr. Stevenson was a capable attorney insofar as knowledge 
of law was concerned, Mr. Mo#frissey said that he knew of no 
moral reason why Mr. Stevenson should not be considered for 
an appointment with the Federal Government. 


JOhn H. Wigmore, Dean Emeritus, School of Law, 
Northwestern University, Chicago, Illinois, advised he had 
known Mr. Stevenson well and that Mr. Stevenson had been a 
good student in the law school. He stated he considered | 
Mr. Stevenson to be a quiet, efficient, honest and thoroughly 
reliable individual. . He characterized Mr. Stevenson as ‘one 
of the world's finest fellows'and highly recommended him for 
a position of trust and confidence, 
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Adiai Ewing Stevenson 


Joha G. Condon, attorney, Ryan, Condon and 
Livingston, Chicago, Illinois, advised that he had known 
Mr. Stevenson since the latter was a boy. He stated 
Mr. Stevenson's morals and integrity were above question. 
He highly recommended him for a position of trust and 
confidence. 


Roscoe Pound, Dean, School of Law, Harvard 
University, Cambridge, Massachusetts, advised he recalled 
Mr. Stevenson since the latter had attended several of his 
classes at the law achool between 1922 and 1924. He stated 
that he had known Mr. Stevenson personally during that time 
and that he considered him to be an outstanding individual. : 
He described Mr. Stevenson as “an exceptionally fine fellow 
of sterling qualities and of good family stock." He highly 
recommended Mr. Stevenson for a position of trust and 
confidence. 
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The following interviews were conducted during 
the current investigation: 


Mra. Ellen Borden Stevenson, Chicago, Illinois, (u) 
advised she married Mr. Stevenson on December 1, 1928, and : 
obtained a divorce on December 17, 1949, at Las Vegas, Nevada. 

She stated his mother died a manic depressive and his uncle 

was an epileptic. She said his gister, Mre. Ernest (Buffie) 

Ives, was extremely high-strung, had tantrum fites”upon 

occasions and suffered from an inferiority complex which 

caused her to cling to her brother to remain in the political 


limelight. 


She stated Mr. Stevenson was very nervous, irritable 
and high-atrung during all the years of their marriage. She 
gaid she felt his nervous condition was caused by an event 
which occurred when he was fifteen years old and which she did 
not discover until many years later when "Time" a weekly 
magazine,, carried an article concerning the incident. In 
explanation she stated when Mr. Stevenson was fifteen years old 
he and his sister, Buffie, attended a party. She said that at 
this party Mr. Stevenson accidentally caused the discharge of 
a shotgun which resulted in the death of a cousin, 

Mra. Stevenson said that this unfortunate incident caused his 
sister Buffie to become extremely possescive of Mr. Stevenson | 
in later years and that hie welfare and political career becaze | 
his sister's obsession. 
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Adlai kwing Stevenson 


It is noted that page 100 of the February 6, 1956, 

issue of "Time" contains an article entitled "Buffie on 
Adlai." The article consists of the review of a book, "My 
Brother Adlai," published by "Morrow." The authora of the 
book are indicated as Elizabeth Stevenson Ives and Hildegarde | 
Dolgon. Page 102 contains a paragraph which reads in part, 
"The saddest moment of Stevenson's childhood - the tragic 
death of a young girl when a gun Adlai was carrying went off 
accidentally - is told by Author Ives with great kindness 
and candor." 
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Mrs. Stevenson stated she was convinced that 
Mr. Stevenson could not withstand any type of pressure and on 
numerous occasions during their marriage he became hysterical 
when exposed to problems of a serious nature. She said that 
On one occasion in approximately 1933 their house in 
Libertyville, Illinois, caught fire. She stated Mr. Stevenson 
became hysterical and was unable to do anything. She said 
all of hie autobiographies indicated that on the occasion of 
this fire he reportedly ignited his cigarette from burning embers. | 
She stated that this ia not true. (sa) 


2 belief Mr. Stevenson wrote none of his speeches which in fact, 
were written by Archibald Wc¢Leish and others. She said he 
was not forceful, unable to talk “off the cuff" and memorized 
“everything he ever delivered to a group.” She stated he was 
not a good lawyer “as any good lawyer who knows him will tell 
you" and he was just a "little man.” She said he was very 
indecisive, dishonest, devious and deceiving. She also stated 
that he was a political opportunist with no political morals, 
was bitter about his political failures and was an appeaser 
rather than a strong independent thinker. She said that he 
“follows a pattern of betrayal" in that he is expedient and 
uses people to further his personal interests. 


Mrs. Stevenson said that Mr. Stevenson was not a 
family man because his interests always lay elsewhere. 
She stated he never gave her or her children any gifts during 
their marriage and that he hated to spend money. She said 
that during the entire period of their marriage he spent only 
$11,000 while she spent close to $300,000 of her own money 
because he never wanted to see any of their bills. 


Mra. Stevenson stated that contrary to popular ; 
| 
| 
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Mre. Stevenson stated that she wanted to divorce 
Mr. Stevenson in 1941 but he and a friend, Mr. Richard 
Bentiey, who was an attorney, persuaded her to wait a few 
years, stating it would be better for his political career 
as well as for their children. 
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Mrs. Stevenson said that in her opinion 
Mr. Stevenson is not a person of good character and while 
he may possess good morals from the standpoint of “sexual 
behavior" he does not exhibit good morals in his political 
life. She said his associates are "fine people and are 
all intellectuals." 
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Mre. Stevenson stated she would not recommend 
Mr. Stevenson for a position of trust and confidence with 
the Government which called for handling problems of world 
consequence under all forms of pressure. She said she does 
not believe he could stand up under the strain, does not 
have the proper temperament, cannot think on his feet and 
“has to pick other people's braina to get along." She said 
she did not believe that he would be disloyal to the Government : 
but that he did resent taking orders from people and feels 
“he knows it all." (U) 


Richard Bentley, attorney, Chicago, Illinois, 
advised he has known Mr. Stevenson for 30 years. He said 
he is intimately acquainted with Mr. Stevenson and has 
attended numerous social functions with him. He stated 
he served as Mr. Stevenson's attorney during the latter's 
divorce proceedings in 1949. He said Mr. Stevenson's 
character, loyalty, reputation and associates are above 
reproach. 


Stephen A. Mitchell, attorney, Chicago, Illinois, 
advised he has known Mr. Stevenson socially and through 
business associates since 1939. He stated he was Chairman 
of the Democratic National Committee from 1952 to 1955 
during which time Mr. Stevenson was a candidate for 
President of the United States. Mr. Mitchell said he 
believes Mr. Stevenson has high moral standarda, no 
questionable associates and that he is a loyal American 
citizen. He recommended Mr. Stevenson for a position of 
trust and confidence, 
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Adlai Ewing Stevenson 


H. Langdon Robinson, President, Faultless Milling 
Company, Springfield, Illinois, advised he has known : 
Mx. Stevenson for many years. He stated although he was 
a member of an opposite political party and did not always | 
see “eye to eye” with Mr. Stevenson on his ideas they have 
been close peragonal friends.

He stated 
that he and Mr. Stevenson disagree on some of 
Mr. Stevenson's policies, particularly in regard to domestic 
issues, and consequently he did not vote for Mr. Stevenson 
when the latter wae a candidate for President of the 
United States.

He recommended Mr. Stevenson for a position of 
trust and confidence. 


Jacob R. Arvey, attorney, Chicago, Illinois, 
advised he has known Mr. Stevenson for many years.

Mr. Stevenson's three sons realized the truth in the matter 
and they are very close to their father.

He highly recommended Mr. Stevenson for a 
position of trust and confidence, 


Willian J. “"Botchy" Connors, Illinois State Senator, 
Chicago, Illinois, advised he has known Mr. Stevenson for many 
years and that he was Mr. Stevenson's minority leader in the 
Illinois State Senate when Mr. Stevenson was Governor of the 
State of Illinois. He said that during the past few years he 
and Mr. Stevenson have drifted apart and he did not support 
My. Stevenson at the 1960 Democratic Convention. He stated 
Mr. Stevenson is a very aloof individual who just cannot 
seem to deal with common people. He said Mr. Stevenson is 23 he 
intelligent but ig not flexible enough in dealing with common UY 
people to make a good Secretary of State but would be more 
suited for a position as an Ambassador to the United Nations 
for which position he has been publicly mentioned. ‘3tate 
Senator Connors stated Mr. Stevenson's character, reputation 
and loyalty are above reproach. 
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State Senator Connors stated he and 
Mr. and Mrs. Stevenson had been neighbors in Chicago, Illinois, 
before their divorce. He said he never knew the real cause 
of the divorce but in his opinion it did not involve any moral 
turpitude on Mr. Stevenson's part. He stated that the only 
thing that might have been responsible for their marital 
difficulty, and he had no foundation for this, was that 
Mx. Stevenson's mother~in-law could have aided in the "fight" 
because she was a peculiar individual whom he, State Senator 
Connors, Classified as a "nut." 


State Senator Connors stated he has heard hearsay 
comments that Mr. Steveason is well liked by Soviet Russia 
but he knew of nothing that would lead Mr. Stevenson to be 
“soft toward then.”

Company, Chicago, Illinois, advised that he was a state 
representative when Mr. Stevenson was Governor of the State 
of Illinois and that he, Ryan, was also the party majority 
leader in the House of Representatives, Springfield, Illinois. 
He stated he considered Mr. Stevenson to be an honorable 
Governor who in many instances waived his political party in 
favor of legislation or action that was beneficial to the 
people of the State of Illinois.

Mr. Ryan said ho considered Mr. Stevenson to be a

State of Illinois, was opposed by Mr. Stevenson. He said 
Mx.

Robert Tieken, United States Attorney, Northern

at Libertyville, Illinois, about five miles from 
Mr. Stevenson's residence, He said he has met Mr. Stevenson 
at various social affaires but is not closely acquainted with 
him, He stated he has known Mr. Stevenson's reputation as 
a lawyer for many years and he knows of nothing which might 
reflect adversely his reputation, honesty, or trust- 
worthiness. Mr. finien stated that Mr. Stevenson's 
character is above reproach, 


Mr. Tieken said he knew Mr. Stevenson 
had been offered the position of Ambassador to the 
United Nations. He said he know Mr. Stevenson is 
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not a strongewilled person and there is:a question in his mind 
as to whether Mr. Stevenson could stand up to Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev of Russia.

Service,‘' Washington, D. C., reported Rear Admiral Adolphus 
Staton, United States Navy, had testified before the 
“Jenner Committee" concerning screening of radio operators 
on merchant ships during World War It. Admiral Staton 
testified that Adlai Stevenson, then Assistant to the 
Secretary of the Navy, had said to him, “Well Admiral, I 
don't think we should be too hard on the commies,.'"'

Rear Admiral Adolphus Staton, United States Navy 
(retired), 3807 Bradley Lane, Chevy Chase, Maryland, advised 
during the current investigation he was recalled to active 
duty the day after the attack on Pearl Harbor to head a 
board appointed by the Secretary of the Navy to pass on. the 
security qualifications of radio operators in the American _ 
Merchant Marine. He said the board was based upon a law ew 
which, in effect, provided that radio operators on ships oY y 
of the American Merchant Marine whose loyalty to the United i 
States was doubtful should be removed from ships during the | 
war emergency. 


Admiral Staton said the decisions of the board were 
based upon information concerning the radio operators as 
furnished by the Federal Bureau of Investigation, Office of 
Naval Intelligence and "Army Intelligence." He stated the 
board had no difficulties in removing radio operators who 
possessed Nazi, Pascist or Japanese sympathies but as soon as 
the board began to recommend that some radio operators with 
communist associations be removed from their ships objections 
were raised by various radio operators and their attorneys. 
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Admiral Staton said that apparently the pressure 
not to consider membership in the Communist Party as basis 
for dismissal extended even to the White House. He said . 
Secretary of the Navy Knox had Adlai E. Stevenson, who was one of 
his special assistants, look into the matter for him. Admiral 
Staton said, pursuant to Mr. Stevenson's request, he discussed 
with Mr. Stevenson six or seven of the cases concerning radio 
operators who had been dismissed by the board because of 
communist affiliations. Admiral Staton said Mr. Stevenson 
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told him he had looked over the cases and said, "I don't 
think you fellows have anything at all on these people.” 
Admiral Staton said he informed Mr. Stevenson the cases 
involved emergency legislation designed to protect merchant 
Ships during the war and that the board was not accusing 

the radio operators of any offense but was simply acting to 
protect the interests of the United States by indicating that 
the loyalty of the radio operators to the United States was 
questionable to the extent that they should not be trusted 
on American merchant ships during the time of war. He said 
Mr. Stevenson then closed the discussion with the comment, ''I 
don’t think you ought to be too hard on tuo commies.”
